During the early part of 1942, 
rumors of impending action by the 
Canadian Army were constantly be- 
ing passed back and forth in the 
field. ‘l'roops were engaged in schemes 
and tiie manoeuvers were accomp- 
anied by five C.L.S. supervisors. As 
Jate wintex blossomed into spring the 
first Canadian division moved from 
their winter quarters around Ha:t- 
ings and Battle supposedly ow an 
other manoeuvre and no one seemed 
to know just where these troops were 
beading or what their destination 
might be ‘his scheme lasted five 
weeks. By, this time the troops found 
themselves in Scotland. They embark- 
ed on landing ships in June aad it was 
not until some time later that the 
information came through the pres# 
that the Allies had invaded Sicily. 

Tie Canadians were accompanied 
by six Legion supervisors—to ad- 
ditional ones servigg with the Ist 
Canadian Army Tank Bitgade hav- 
ing joined the group prior to em- 
barkation—leaving one in Scotlund 
with the rear party to travel somo 
weeks later to the battle area. 

For the most part, these supervis- 
ors had very little equipment, par- 
ticularly the ones with the First (1: 
vision who had nothing with them

personal kit. The tank boys were 
more fortunate each carrying a mo- 
tion picture projector and a fair sup. 
“ply of cigarettes, chocolate bers, 
writing paper and sports equipment, 
These men scrambled over the ships’ 
sides and down the landing nets with 
tho troops and landed on the beaches 
of Sicily with them. ‘What littlo 
equipment they had in some cases 
had to be left on the beach to be 
picked up later. 

This venture was an entirely now 
experience. ‘here was no time avail- 
able for establishing any sort of 
» welfare service, 80 the senfor super, 
visor instructed his men to place 
themselves in)the hands of their 
respective commanding offivers and 
perform whatever duties may be re- 
quired of them, 

They acted as guides, traffic con 
trollers, administered first aid in 
cluding ‘taking charge of burial 
parties and many, other duties. 

The first opportunity that the 
Legion supervisors had to purovide 
any organized welfare for the troops 
came when they reached Sortina. 
where the army momentarily halted. 
Gports were commenced, concert part- 
jes entertained and moving pictures 
brought back familiar memories into 
unreal lives. 

Two Legion supervisors arrived 
in Campobasso while the fighting 
was still going on in the outskirts of 
ewthe- town, While searching for» 
suitable building to set up shop they 
were directed to the Savoy, Theatre 
by a provost sergeant. That night 
the Germans shelled the town and 
with it the theatre kiJling a number 
of civilians, 

The next day they with the aid of 

a volunteer vrew cleaned up the rub- 
ble and by noon had the place ready 
to put on a movie show, However, 
higher authorities ruled it was atill 
to dangerous to have a conceytratiun 
of men in that area and it was post- 
poned for another day, 

A Salvation Avmy supervisor had 
arrived in town simultaneausly with 
the Legionaties. They found him 
cleaning up another hall and the two 
organizations joined forces and in due 
course had three theatres and a club 

* operating. : 

One day a Legion supervisor noticed 
outside of the town what looked like 
the remnants of a circus, Upon in- 
vestigation he found a number of 
trapeze artists, tight rope walkers, 
clowns, dancers, tumblers, and a lion 
tamer. He immediately proceeded 
to build a show out of these. Fur- 
ther inquiry amongst the natives re. 
vealed that they had a number of 
musicians but no instruments. 

{The musicians appeared reluctant 
to cooperate and claimed that they 
didy’t have any instruments. A friend- 
ly interpreter confided that thoy 
had their instruments hidden in a 
manure pile, The Legion supervisor 
again saw the musicians and what he 
gaid to them is his own business. The
